Street Parking on Angle Is 
Favored by Directors 
of Association 


Parking 
of 
automobiles 
on 
the 
streets of Santa Ana on an angle In­ 
stead of parallel with the curb was 
recommended by the directors of the 
M. and M. Association at their regular 
meeting last night. The recommenda­ 
tion is made to the city council and 
working out of details and regulations^. 
is left to the police department. 
Auto parking is becoming a difficult 
problem in Santa Ana. 
The number 
of machines is increasing daily and 
the problem becomes tnore and more 
difficult. 
Under a present ordinance 
machines must be parked along the 
curb and within eighteen inches of the 
sidewalk. When parked in this man­ 
ner along the principal streets it often 
occurs that the cars are run so close 
together 
that 
drivers 
experience 
trouble in getting their machines out 
when they want to leave. 
City Marshal Jernigan appeared be­ 
fore the board as a committee from 
tile city council to ask the co-operation 
of the merchants in a solution of the 
situation and to offer suggestions as to 
what would be the best method of park­ 
ing. 
Auto owners, when they drive 
into town, always want to get as near 
the point where they want to trade 
as they can, and as a result the main 
business streets 
are 
crowded 
with 
parked cars. 
Parking space can be 
doubled 
in 
each block by driving cars in on an 
angle and the degree of the angle that 
should be permitted was a point that 
developed 
considerable 
discussion, 
particularly with reference to Fourth 
street. The city marshal thought that 
45 degrees would be about right, while 
others thought that it should bo less 
on Fourth street.,w ith the cars run­ 
ning into the curb so that the rear 
wheel of a machine would not be more 
than four feet from the curb. 
This 
would give greater width to the open 
space tor traffic in the center of the 
street. 
Parking on an angle would be all 
r'ght on all streets except North Main 
street, in the opinion of most of l|ie 
directors. 
Main street, with the double 
car line tracks, is too narrow to per­ 
mit of this. 
It is understood that a bill has been 
introduced in the. 
state 
making uniform parking laws for the 
state and it is the purpose of the city 
authorities to make a temporary ar­ 
rangement for relieving local condi­ 
tions until action is taken on the bill. 
Its provisions may be such as to make 
it unnecessary for the city to pass a 
new traffic ordinance. 
The city trustees will probably take 
action on the recommendation of the 
M. and M. at their next meeting. 
In 
tile meantime present parking regula­ 
tions will remain in effect. 
Parking grounds, with an attendant 
'n charge to look after machines, is ’ 
being advocated by the board as aj 
means of inducing ranch 
people 
to 
come into the city. Whether such ser-j 
vice should be free or a charge of ten J 
or fifteen cents should be made is aj 
point that has not been determined. 
It is believed that were the service to 
he given free it would require more 
parking grounds than are available at 
any one point in the city. 
Security for automobile 
owners 
when they drive into the city for the 
afternoon and evening is one of the 
factors connected with 
the 
project. 
With machines being stolen frequent­ 
ly, it is believed that the institution of 
a parking ground under the manage­ 
ment of the association would be a 
good drawing card.

Proposal to Chanqe 
Law On Publication 
Delinquent Tax List 


Matter Under Consideration In Legislature Today— News­ 
paper Men Wire Assemblyman Eden— Tax Collector 
Lamb Thinks Purpose of Amendment Good, but Form Bad. 


Considerable 
Interest and impor­ 
tance attaches to a bill under consid­ 
eration In the legislature today, which 
provides for the publication of county 
delinquent tax lists in sections and by 
school districts instead of as a whole 
in one paper. 
As the law now stands, the delin­ 
quent tax list of Orange county as a 
whole may be published, for instance. 
in the La Habra Star or any other 
paper of purely local circulation in 
any remote part of the county. Or it 
may be published in the Santa Ana 
Register, which has quite a large gen­ 
eral circulation, but very little, for in 
stance, in the La Habra valley. Once 
upon a time the delinquent tax list of 
this great county actually was pub­ 
lished in the Stanton Optimist! a news­ 
paper of perhaps less than af hundred 
circulation. 
The purpose of Hie pending bill is 
to make a repetition of that farce im­ 
possible, and at the same t'me to give 
the remote parts of the county better 
'publicity service than they could get 
through a newspaper published in one 
of the large central towns. 
When asked his opinion of the bill 
today, Tax Collector Lamb said: “The 
purpose of it is good, but it ought to 
be amended so that the tax collector 
may use his discretion to the end that 
the best service may be rendered. Aa 
I understand the bill, it provides for 
the publication of the delinquent tax 
list of each school district in some one 
paper in each district. 
Now news­ 
paper circulation areas or zones Ho 
not run by school districts. 
In some 
school districts there are no news 
papers at all; in others there are sev-' 
eral; in still others the circulation 
of the paper published therein is much 
less than the circulation of some paper 
published outside the district lines.” 
Mr. Lamb’s idea seems to be that 
the law should be so amended that the 
tax collector may divide the delinquent 
list into such sections as he may think 
best and publish each section in the 
newspaper that would give the best 
service. 
Of course the interest in this matter 
is lively among newspaper men and 
city and county officials. 
In response 
to a request from the California Press 
Association, telegrams were sent

Many fruit growers realize the im­ 
portance of keeping the trees as low 
as the conditions will permit, but do 
not know how to prune in order to 
get the desired results. Tall trees are 
more expensive to prune, spray and 
harvest the fruit from than the trees 
of medium height. 
Where the trees 
are far enough apart to permit the 
proper and necessary spreading, it is 
possible to keep any tree to almost 
any desired height by the proper prun­ 
ing. 
There are two ways of 
doing 
this. 
One way is to decide on how 
high the trees are wanted and then j 
cut off everything above this height, 
and in turn do the same thing every 
year as the effects are only temporary.

Egg production depends 
on 
four 
things: breeding, housing, feeding and 
intelligent m anagem ent 
The 
very 
best rations will not give good re­ 
sults unless fowls are cared for prop­ 
erly, are comfortably housed, and are 
bred for egg production. 
Good feed­ 
ing Is hut a part of th e problem. 
A very satisfactory ration for lay­ 
ing hens is as follows: 
- 
Grain 
Mixture — IOO lbs. barley 
(w hop or rolled), 50 lbs. corn (whole 
Egyinian or milo m aize), 50 lbs. corn 
(cracked yellow.) 
Max Mixture — (Can be fed either 
m oist or dry): 
50 lbs. bran, 60 lbs. 
shorts or brown middlings, IO lbs. soy­ 
bean or linseed or cottonseed meal, 
50 lbs. ground barley or oats, 15 lbs 
cocoanut meal, 25 lbs. m eatscrap or 
fishscrap, 5 lbs. 
finely 
granulated 
charcoal, I lh. finely sifted dairy slat. 
Fresh green stuff, such as alfalfa, 
rape, 
kale, 
lawn 
clippings, 
cattle 
beets, chard, beet tops, Chinese cab­ 
bage, young green barley, etc., should 
also he fed in abundance in addition 
to grain and mash mixtures. 
Feed 
green only in a perfectly fresh and 
succulent condition and give fowls all 
they can clean up one or more times 
daily. 
Green range is superior 
to 
hand fed greens. 
A moderate quan­ 
tity of finely cut greens fed two or 
three tim es a day is better than if 
fed only once per day, especially in 
summer when the greens dry out sa 
rapidly after being cut. 
Grit and oyster shell Is kept before 
the fowls at all tim es in self feeding 
hoppers. 
The grain m ixture is fed in a deep 
litter, lightly in 
the 
morning 
and 
more' abundantly at night. 
Approx­ 
imately one pint of grain should be 
fed to fifteen fowls 
of 
the 
lighter 
breeds, such ,as Leghorns, 
in 
the 
morning, and IM pints to fifteen Hens 
at night. 
Heavier breeds 
such 
as 
Plymouth Rocks, etc., may be fed a 
little more lf Ute poultry keeper thinks 
it <s desirable. 
The dry mash should be kept In a 
hopper before such fowls as Leghorns 
a t all times. 
For older hens of the 
Heavier breeds, such 
as 
Plymouth 
Rocks, W yandoties, R. I. Reds, etc., 
hopper may have to be kept closed till 
about noon each day, as older birds 
of these breeds have a tendency to 
eat too much mash and become over­ 
fat. 
If sour skim-rn ilk or butterm ilk be 
available, it may be kept before tho 
fowls in drinking vessels as a substi­ 
tute for m eatscrap 
and 
m eatscrap 
omitted fr^m ration. 
Milk may be 
used to mix a moist mash also, but 
when used to mix only a moist mash, 
a very small am ount is used and this 
small amount will 
replace but

One pound of good 
commercial grade of m eatscrap or 
fishscrap is equivalent in feed value 
to about fourteen pounds of normal 
gre.de of butterm ilk or sour skim-milk.

ially in winter 
or when kept in lim­ 
ited yards. 
They should come hun­ 
gry to every meal. Overfeeding is in 
jurious to both health and egg-produc- 
Men. 
Overfat hens easily’ contract 
disease and cannot produce eggs.

In connection with a m ash 
m ixture 
sim ilar to the one given above: 
Formula No. 2—1 lh. whole or rol­ 
led barley, I lh. whole or rolled plump 
oats, I lb. milo or Egyptian corn. 
Formula No. 3— I lb. cracked Indian 
corn or milo, I lb. whole barley or 
oats. 
Formula No. 4—I lb. cracked In 
dian corn, I lb. whole milo or E gyptian 
corn, (morning feed.)

Brown rice, with hulls removed 
hulled rice screenings and whole un 
polished rice may be advantageous 
ly used in a laying ration, to the ex­ 
tent of not more than 1-3 by weight 
of the grain mixture, if such rice can 
be bought at a low enough price to 
m ore than com pete 
with 
commem 
poultry grains. 
Rice bran, containing no hulls, and 
not leas than IO p er cent crude pro­ 
tein, 6 per cent fat and not more than 
15 per cent fiber (guaranteed analys­ 
is) as well as rice polish and ground 
rough rice may also be economically 
added to the mash mixture, if it can 
be purchased a t less cost than sim­ 
ilar and more common feeds during 
periods of high feed prices. Such rice 
feeds should not be used to a greater 
am ount than 20 per cent (25 per cent 
maximite) 
of -the 
total grain and 
mash ration, o r 20 per cent of the 
mush alone. 
Rice feeds are very starchy and 
1 quite fattening in character. 
They 
'have a high oil content and ground 
rice feeds are apt to turn rancid in a 
short time. 
They must, therefore, be 
handled and fed w ith care.

I lb. whole barley, I lh. whole milo 
or gypsum, M lb. wheat.
